Tp use of flowers as an article of food is somewhat | gi

A. A. G. P. sends me a long letter about the silly 
paragraphs that one often sees, giving more or less 
circumstantial accounts of the removal of human eyes 
and their replacement with eyes taken from the heads 
of rabbits.

successfully affixed to a damaged human orb. But 
this, so far as I can make out, no more means that a 
rabbit's eye has been introduced into the patient’s 
head than the wearing of a pair of socks made of 
lambswool means that from his fcet has sprouted a 
tine curly fleece.

H. E. writes to tell his fellow-readers that a very good, 
cheap, and efficient smelling bottle may be easily im- 
provised as follows :— 


Fill a emall bottle with shreds of clean white blotting- 
paper. Then pour in as much strong solution of ammonia as 
the blotting-paper will absorb, and cork tightly. A g’ass- 
stoppered bottle is better than’ one with an ordinary cork. 
Renew the operation after the lapse of an hour or two, as it 
will take some little time for the blotting-paper to become 
thoroughly saturated. Two or three drops of lavender-water 
added will be a material improvement, Lut this is not indis- 
pensable to its efticiency,

Quite a number of readers have written with reference 
to SuamRock's letter, and the reply to E. C. B. 
respecting edible seaweed. It seems that in many 
places on the south-western coast of England, laver is 
regularly used as an article of dict, while in the neigh- 
bourhood of Gower, in Wales, enormous quantities of 
it are made into a preparation called laverbread, which 
1s largely sold in Swansea and Cardiff and their neigh- 
bourhoods. The following letter from T. K. (Pen. 
zance) shows that, at all events, some of the laver- 
bread consumed in that part of the world is imported 
from Cornwall :— 


During my rounds to-day I saw one of the boys who i* 
accustomed to gather that particular kind of seaweed men: 
tioned in your last by SHAMROCK, and, thinking it would 
interest you, I send you 8 small box of it as sample. During 
the year some tons of it are vent from the Nala baettiocd, 
principally to Cardiff and Swansea. It appears there are 
various ways of preparing it for food. Some wash it with 
fresh water and then boil it, but I believe the bulk is 
boiled down into a kind of jelly, while others, I believe, dry 
it and afterwards grind it. It is rather singular that while it 
is found here in very fair quantities, it is never used as an 
article of diet except in the way indicat by the member of 

our staff, i.¢., boys take & littlo of it % school as they mizht 
iquorice root, to eat when the master’s back is turned. 


PaRLiaMENTARY HaNnpD writes :—Can you tell me tio 
origin of the word “ Budget” as it is used in conncc.
